TORONTO, March 23—No men- 
tion of an alleged attack on two 
Canadian missionaries and a Brit- 
ish vice-consul was made in a 
cable received today by the For- 
eign Mission Board of the United 
Church of Canada from Rev. G. K.

Te cable 
Said that a mob of Chinese staged 
anti-British demonstrations but 
made no mention of any violence. 

News reports from Peiping claim- 
ed that the missionaries and the 
vice-consul were having dinner 
with a Japanese official when a 
Chinese mob broke down a hotel 
Partition and beat Mr. Robey and 
Mr, King with bamboo poles. Jap- 
anese police later dispersed the 
crowd. The reports said the British 
embassy had protested to the Jap- 
anese embassy. 

Dr. Struthers is chairman of the 
United Church Mission Council for 
the Honan mission and returned to 
China last fall to negotiate in the 
matter of placement of missionaries 
who had been driven from Honan.

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Edmonton's Opportunity 


Residents of Edmonton have an inter- 
est at stake in this federal election other 
than the common interest they share 
with people in all parts of Canada, since it 
is on the program that one of themselves, 
a well-known, highly respected and long- 
time resident of the city, is to be made a 
full-time member of the Dominion cabinet 
in charge of a portfolio. This is something 
they may with every propriety take into 
account, because the gentleman in ques- 
tion is well qualified to hold such a post; 
so well qualified for public life that his 
fellow-citizens chose him as their repre- 
sentative five years ago when every other 
Liberal candidate in the province went 
down to defeat. 

There is no city in Canada whose resi- 
dents would not welcome the distinction 
that would come to it as the home town 
of a minister administering one of the de- 
partments of the Dominion Government. 
Edmonton voters have the opportunity to 
put the city again on the map as one of 
the few places in the Dominion which can 
enjoy this distinction. 

But the prestige the city will thereby 
gain is not the only consideration. Al- 
berta is a part of Canada differing in re- 
sources, and therefore in possibilities of 
development, from the other prairie pro- 
vinces. And Edmonton is the gateway to 
the great north country whose resources 
are more varied and development needs 
are greater than those of any other sec- 
tion of the Dominion, 

It is of very practical concern to Ed- 
monton and Alberta that there should be 
in the cabinet council at Ottawa some one 
who understands these facts and who can 
be relied upon to energetically urge the 
adoption of policies which will assist and 
encourage the realization of these oppor- 
tunities. Mr. MacKinnon is precisely that 
type of man, and West Edmonton voters 
would be singularly lacking in foresight if 
they should fail to elect him by a major- 
ity that would be impressive to his col- 
leagues, to parliament, and to the coun- 
try at large. 

East Edmonton voters would be cor- 
respondingly wanting in judgment if they 
should fail to elect his running mate, Mr. 
Casselman, also by a majority so decisive 
as to make clear that Edmonton people 
are a unit in wanting the adoption and 
aggressive application of policies of this 
character. Mr. MacKinnon will.need Mr. 
Casselman’s support if he is to exert the 
maximum influence in the Government 
and in parliament on behalf of measures 
which will make for the development and 
progress of Alberta, the northland, and 

therefore of this city. 

Edmonton would arouse wonder ll 
over Canada if it did not in the present 
circumstances elect these two men by 
thumping majorities. 


Alberta Must Speak 


The accusation has been made, not 
once but a thousand times in the last five 
years, that the people of Alberta were 
developing separatist tendencies; that we 
were Albertans to the point of being 
something less than whole-hearted Canad- 
ians; that we exalted the interests and the 
authority of the province as against those 
of the Dominion; that if we were not al- 
ready in a technical state of rebellion we 
were headed in that direction. 

The best Alberta’s people can 
meet and dispose of that charge is to send 
to parliament on Tuesday next a strong 
delegation of men pledged to support the 
Government which ranged Canada along-

side Britain and France in the life and 
death struggle for national liberty. That 
will stop the mouths of detractors and 
leave no room for misunderstanding as to 
where our hearts are when the Dominion 
is in danger. Against such evidence there 


could be no further challenge 
adianism. 

Alberta cannot afford to give an im- 
pression that its people regard the war as 
only a side-line; that we are inter- 
ested in financial theories or economic

all over Canada, and confirm the charge 
of aloofness already made against its 
people to their direct and indirect injury. 

The issue in this election is the direc- 
tion of Canada’s war effort. The voters 
have been asked to say whether this effort 
is to be directed by the Government of 
Mr. King or by a Government to be form- 
ed by Dr. Manion. These are the only 
alternatives. 

This question is “up to’ those who live 
in Alberta as directly as to those who live 
in any other province. We have no 
right to side-step our responsibility to give 
an answer. We cannot do so without losing 
the confidence and sympathy of our fel- 
low countrymen and telling them that 
what has been said to the discredit of our 
Canadianism is true. The question can 
only be answered by electing supporters of 
Mr. King or of Dr. Manion. To elect mem- 
bers representing any other party, group 
or faction is to dodge the issue—and incur 
the penalty of suspicion and dislike. 

The question can be answered most 
effectively by electing supporters of the 
present Government, for the reason that 
its members are known, its war policy is 
known beyond any possibility of doubt, it 
is the Government which took the respon- 
sibility of putting Canada into the war, 
and it is certain of being given an emphatic 
declaration of approval from the people 
of the other provinces. 


For its own sake, as well as because 
the Government deserves approval at our 
hands, Alberta should send to Ottawa a 
strong contingent of Liberal members on 
Tuesday. That will silence our critics, 
restore our prestige, and make clear to 
all concerned — Hitler included — where 
Alberta stands on the war issue. 


Central Bank Loans 


The Bank of New Zealand has made a 
small loan to the Government of that Do- 
minion, $4,450,000, without interest until 
six months after the close of the war. This 
is cost-free money so far as the Gov- 
ernment is concerned, but not so far as 
the Bank and the public are concerned. 
The proportionate share of the cost of 
handling this item of business will be paid 
out of the revenue collected by the Bank 
from other customers and on other Gov- 
ernment loans. 


Canada’s central Bank is operated 
otherwise. When the Government bor- 
rows money from the Bank it pays inter- 
est on the loans. The Bank pays running 
expenses out of the revenue thus derived 

and from other operations, pays dividends 
at the rate of 4!) per cent per annum to 
the Minister of vitae, who holds the 
capital stock in the name of the public, and 
then turns over to the Dominion treasury 
the balance also of the net earnings. Last 
year the Bank paid to the Government, as 
dividends and net profits, $1,317,483. 

New Zealand's “free” loan will be made 
by what may be called the direct method. 
The Canadian method is indirect. If both 
Dominions did all their Government bor- 
rowing from their central Banks, the re- 
sults to them, and to the taxpayers, would 
be the same. The New Zealand Bank 
would end the year with a deficit which 
would have to be met by a vote of money 
by parliament, There is no practical pos- 
sibility of the Bank of Canada ending a 
year with a deficit. The more the Gov- 
ernment borrows from it, the more reve- 
nue the Bank collects, and the more money 
it hands back to the Government after 
paying its operating « expenses.

Canada Needs U.S. Dollars 


Tourists from other countries spent a total 
f $275 million if Canada during 1939, of which 

visitors from the United States accounted for 
$262 million. Of this sum of $262 million, no 
less than $165 million was spent by motorists. 

An analysis of the statistics of cars entering 
Canada from the United States during 1939 in- 
cluded in the Monthly Letter of The Royal Bank 
of Canada for April shows that 25 per cent of 
these cars came from the state of New York and 
21 per cent from Michigan. Sixteen states ac- 
counted for nearly 92 per cent of the total, and 
the remaining two-thirds of the states, together 
with the District of Columbia, for the balance 
of 8 per cent. 

The desirability, indeed the necessity of in- 
creasing our supplies of United States dollars 
is paramount in view of the rapid rise which 
is expected in our importations of war materials 
from the United States. The most obvious 
method to accomplish this is to stimulate the 
greatest possible increase in the number of tour- 
ists visiting Canada from the United States, But 
it seems that the measures taken to achieve this, 
do not amount to very much more than those 
used in ordinary times. An extraordinary cam- 


paign is clearly necessary—extraordinary in 
scale and the technique employed. 
Two factors in the present situation are 


strongly in Canada’s favor: first, the obstacles 
to overseas travel. and secondly, the premium on 
United States dollars in comparison with Can- 
adian. It should be the policy of our authorities 
to exploit these advantages with the utmost 
vigor. 

War necessi ities enhance the importance of 
our tra s with other countries. Expan- 
sion of our industria] activities in support of the 
Dominion’s war effort has increased our re- 
quirements of raw materials from the United 
States. Since borrowing in the United States by 
belli is prohibited, unless our income 
from trading transactions can be greatly in- 
creased, the only alternative which will remain 
open to us, is the gradual realization of our capi- 
tal assets abroad. Fortunately Canada for several 
years has been accumulating favorable balances 
and the recent estimate of the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics indicates that this position was 
maintained in 1939. The Canadian balance of 
international payments is analyzed in the first 
article of the Letter.—Royal Bank of Canada,

“T have been told not to use too 
many of the acid-forming foods. 
Should I use oranges or other acid 
fruits, or should I leave them 
alone?” 

This is a question taken from a 
letter on my desk which is typical | 
of the confusion often found in 
regard to the acid-alkaline problem. 
The most confusion seems to center 
around the use of the acid fruits 
and their juices. A long time ago, 
when foods were classified, certain 
fruits were called acid fruits be- 
cause of the natural fruit acids con- 
tained in them. However, when 
such fruits have been burned in the 
body, they leave an alkaline ash, 


| and are therefore, alkaline-forming 


foods. 


As oranges, being in the acid 


fruit group, have this alkaline reac- | 


tion, they may very properly be 
used by a patient who has been 
told not to use too many of the 
acid-forming foods. 

I can not impress upon you too 


strongly that you can not judge | 
whether a food will belong in the} 
acid or alkaline-forming group by | 
the taste alone. A food which tastes | 


sour and thus gives the impression 
of being “acid” may be an alkalizer 
The lemon is one example of this. 

Some of our most valuable foods 
are acid-forming foods, such as 
meat, eggs, bread, and so on. I be- 
lieve that the aim in the diet should 


be to so balance the food intake | 


that both acid-forming and alka- 


line-forming foods are used, Most | 
people feel better, work better and | 
are better when the diet contains | 


more alkaline-forming foods than 
acid-formers. 

Sometimes in special conditions 
of disease marked by a toxic state | 
of the body, I find it advantageous | 


to place the patient on an alkalin- | 


izing regimen of fruit juices for a 
short time, and the patient may 
derive considerable benefit from 
such a regimen. But this is only a 


temporary schedule and eventually ’ 


the patient must return to a diet 
containing some of the acid-forming 
foods such as eggs or meat and 
will continue on this diet just the 
Same as the average person in good 
| health. 

A few years back, we heard a 
| great deal of talk about “acidosis” 
}and there were many exponents 
}of the theory that using too many 
acid-forming foods creates an acid- 
osis. At the present time there is 
}some question as to ‘hether it is 
| possible in normal health to cause 
a simple acidosis in this manner. 
| There are many authorities who 
feel that the body is able to main- 
| tain a normal acid-alkaline balance 
in spite of an excess of acid-formers 
being used. Others are convinced 
that over-use of the acid creating 
foods will cause acidosis, Insofar 
as the problem touches the diet of 
the average person, I think I am 
safe in saying that he will find he 
will feel best when he balances the 
diet by using foods from both 
groups. This means including the 
alkaline-formers.

jing you whether they are acide 
| forming or alkaline-forming. I also

The prime rule of the tableau is 
that no card may be moved from | 
its place unless the space can im- | 
mediately be filled with a founda- | 
tlon card belonging in that row, 
Thus, suppose that the initial four- | 
spot is a spade, and that the spade 
eight is dealt in the deuce-row 
This eight may be built onto the 
four only when the space so cre- 
ated may immediately be filled by 
ansther deuce.
